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Israel tells its citizens 
to get out of Sinai now 


JERUSALEM, Israel (AP) - 
Israel issued an "urgent” warn¬ 
ing yesterday to its citizens to 
leave Egypt’s Sinai Peninsula 
immediately citing "concrete 
evidence of an expected terror¬ 
ist attempt to kidnap Israelis in 
Sinai." 

The statement from the Is¬ 
raeli prime minister’s anti-ter¬ 
ror office took the unusual step 
of calling on families of Is¬ 
raelis visiting the Sinai to es¬ 
tablish contact with them. 


The commander of the anti¬ 
terror office, Brig. Gen. Nitzan 
Uriel, acknowledged that there 
had been rumors that Israelis 
have been kidnapped in the 
Sinai. "We don’t work accor¬ 
ding to rumors," he said the Is¬ 
rael TV. "We work according 
to firm intelligence." 

He said it would "take some 
time" to disprove the rumors, 
which circulated all day yester¬ 
day.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama, wrapping 
up a 47-nation nuclear security 
summit, said yesterday he is 
confident China will join other 
nations in pressing for tough 
new sanctions on Iran for con¬ 
tinuing to defy the interna¬ 
tional community in seeking 
nuclear weapons. 

"Words have to mean some¬ 
thing. There have to be some 
consequences," Obama told re¬ 
porters at a news conference at 
the conclusion of the two-day 
gathering. 

He was asked about China's 
reluctance in the past to join

other major nations in backing 
tough sanctions. 

Chinese President Hu Jin- 
tao yesterday gave a speech to 
the group calling for "effec¬ 
tive" measures to safeguard 
nuclear weapons and materials 
but stopped short of mention¬ 
ing Iran's program. 

Hu and Obama met for 90 
minutes on Monday after 
which U.S. officials said the 
two agreed to tell their aides to 
work on a tough new sanctions 
program. However, a Chinese 
spokesman did not mention 
sanctions in his description of 
the meeting.

Gates said yesterday the 
U.S. explored alternatives last 
year when it was negotiating a 
deal to use the base with the 


China imports oil from Iran 
and in the past had been reluc¬ 
tant to endanger that supply 
line. 

"The Chinese are obviously 
concerned about what harm 
this might have on the econ¬ 
omy generally," Obama said. 
"Iran is an oil-producing state. 
... A lot of countries around the 
world have trade relationships 
with Iran and we're mindful of 
that." 

Obama said Hu had assured 
him that China would partici¬ 
pate in drafting sessions at the 
United Nations on a new 
strong sanctions regime. 

"I think that we have a 
strong number of countries on 
the Security Council who be¬ 
lieve this is the right thing to 
do," Obama said. "But I think 
these negotiations can be diffi¬ 
cult, and I am going to push as 
hard as I can to make sure that 
we get strong sanctions that 
have consequences for Iran as it 
is making calculations about its 
nuclear program and that those 
are done in a timely basis." 

China is one of five perma¬ 
nent members of the Security 
Council with veto powers, 
along with the U.S., Russia, 
Britain and France. 

Obama said that the new 
sanctions would make it easier 
to isolate Iran, as the global 
community had done for North 
Korea as it continued to de¬ 
velop nuclear weapons. 


Kyrgyz government, which 
last week was ousted by pro¬ 
testers. 

The ousted ruler said he

WARSAW, Poland (AP) - 
Thousands of grieving mour¬ 
ners tossed flowers on a slow- 
moving hearse and joined an 
enormous viewing line at the 
presidential palace to pay their 
respects yesterday to Polish 
President Lech Kaczynski and 
his wife as their bodies lay in 
state. 

Kaczynski and his wife, 
Maria Kaczynska, were among 
96 people killed Saturday in a 
plane crash in western Russia. 
Investigators are pointing to 
human error as the cause. 

Mourners knelt, prayed and 
cried before the first couple's 
coffins in the Columned Hall 
of the palace, where the presi¬ 
dent appointed and dismissed 
governments. The line to get in 
swelled to over half a mile (1 
kilometer). 

"We will wait as long as it 
takes," said Alicja Marszalek, 
a retired telephone operator 
who was waiting with a friend.

THE HAGUE, the Nether¬ 
lands (AP) - A Bosnian Mus¬ 
lim told judges in Radovan 
Karadzic's genocide trial Tues¬ 
day that Serbs burned his eld¬ 
erly father-in-law alive during 
the brutal takeover of his vil¬ 
lage at the outset of the Bos¬ 
nian war. 

The testimony finally 
opened the presentation of evi¬ 
dence against the former Bos¬ 
nian Serb leader after months 
of delays and legal wrangling 
since his arrest in July 2008 
after 12 years on the run. 

It also marked Karadzic's 
debut as his own defense coun¬ 
sel at the Yugoslav war crimes 
tribunal. 

Karadzic, 64, is charged 
with genocide, crimes against 
humanity and war crimes for 
allegedly orchestrating atroci¬ 
ties perpetrated by Bosnian 
Serb troops and paramilitary 
thugs to carve out an ethnically 
pure Serb ministate in Bosnia. 
He faces a life sentence if con¬ 
victed. 

Karadzic insists he is inno¬ 
cent and argues Serbs were de¬ 
fending themselves against 
what he has described as a fun¬ 
damentalist plot to turn Bosnia 
into an Islamic republic. 

Yesterday, Ahmet Zulic 
said his father-in-law was 
killed by Serbs "mopping up" 
survivors of an artillery attack 
on a mainly Muslim village 
near Sanski Most, in north- 


derful people. He was a mod¬ 
est man, very well educated, 
intelligent and kind." 

Polish television broadcast 
live images of mourners walk¬ 
ing by the closed coffins. 
Many were families with chil¬ 
dren, parents and grandparents. 
A pair of soldiers flanked each 
coffin, standing crisp and still.

Michelle Obama visits 
quake-ravaged Haiti 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AP) - First lady Michelle 
Obama made a surprise visit 
yesterday to the ruins of the 
Haitian capital, a high-profile 
reminder that hundreds of 
thousands of people remain in 
desperate straits three months 
after the devastating earth¬ 
quake. 

The first lady and Jill 
Biden, wife of Vice President 
Joe Biden, took a helicopter 
tour of Port-au-Prince, where 
hundreds of thousands of peo¬ 
ple are still homeless because 
of the quake, before landing at 
the destroyed national palace 
to meet President Rene Preval. 


They later met with students 
whose lives have been up¬ 
ended by the disaster and 
walked along a vast, squalid 
encampment of families living 
under bed sheets and tents. 

"It’s powerful," Obama told 
reporters. "The devastation is 
definitely powerful." 

Obama and Biden’s visit is 
intended to underscore U.S. 
commitment to the Haitian re¬ 
construction effort and to 
thank American officials who 
have worked in the country for 
the past three months, the ad¬ 
ministration said in a state-

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) - 
Venezuelan authorities say 
knife-wielding prison inmates 
have killed seven other priso¬ 
ners and wounded 10 guards 
during an outbreak of violence 
at a jail in the country's west. 

National Guard Maj. Jose 
Figueroa says fighting erupted 
at the Santa Ana Prison after 
several prisoners took a 
teacher and two guards 
hostage to demand a transfer to 
another penitentiary. 

Figueroa told the Globovi- 
sion television channel Mon¬ 
day that the inmates later 
released the hostages and were 
returning to their cell block 
when they were attacked by 
rival prisoners. 

Violence is common in 
Venezuela's overcrowded pris¬ 
ons, where rival gangs often 
fight for control of cellblocks 
or the sale of illegal drugs.

1964 Jackie Kennedy interviews to be published 


NEW YORK (AP) - During 
the first half of 1964, just 
months after her husband was 
assassinated, Jacqueline 
Kennedy sat for seven inter¬ 
views with historian and fam¬ 
ily friend Arthur M. 
Schlesinger Jr. 

They met at her home in 
Washington, D.C., where the 
former first lady discussed 
her marriage, her White 
House years, election-year 
campaigning and her hus¬ 
band's thoughts about a sec¬ 
ond term. 

The interview is part of 
what became the John F. 
Kennedy Presidential Li¬ 
brary's Oral History and, at 
Jacqueline Kennedy's request, 
was kept sealed for an indefi¬ 
nite time. She died in 1994. 

Now, with the 50th an¬ 
niversary of her father's inau¬ 
guration coming next year, 
daughter Caroline Kennedy 
is allowing the conversations 
to be widely released. 

In September 2011, Hype¬ 
rion will publish the tran¬ 
scripts and release six and 
one half hours of audiotape, 
providing a new and ex¬ 
tended opportunity to hear 
the famously breathy voice of 
Jacqueline Kennedy discuss 
topics she rarely touched 
upon in public. Caroline 


Kennedy will serve as editor 
and write an introduction for 
the book, currently untitled, 
and a historian will provide 
annotation. (Schlesinger, a 
two-time Pulitzer Prize win¬ 
ner, died in 2007.) 

"My mother's passion for 
history guided and informed 
her work in the White 
House," Kennedy, president 
of the Kennedy Library 
Foundation, said in a state¬ 
ment Tuesday issued by Hy¬ 
perion. "She believed in my 
father, his vision for America, 
and in the art of politics, and 
felt it was important to share 
her knowledge and excite¬ 
ment with future generations. 
It is a privilege for me to 
honor the memory of my par¬ 
ents by making this unique 
history available." 

According to Hyperion, 
the interviews will cover 
everything from early cam¬ 
paigns to the Cuban Missile 
Crisis to Jacqueline 
Kennedy's role as first lady. 

"In these conversations, 
Mrs. Kennedy shares reveal¬ 
ing insights into the politics 
and personalities of the day," 
Hyperion said in a statement. 

Historian Doris Kearns 
Goodwin, who knew both 
Jacqueline Kennedy and 
Schlesinger, said the inter¬ 


views might be as close as 
we'll ever get to a memoir 
from the late first lady. She 
noted that Kennedy did coop¬ 
erate with biographer 
William Manchester around 
the same time (Kennedy later 
reportedly forced Manchester 
to remove some passages 
about the family from his 
"The Death of a President"), 
but said that she was likely 
more candid with Schlesinger 
because he was a friend and 
because Kennedy knew she 
had control of the transcripts. 

"The times I met Jackie, I 
found that she had an incred¬ 
ibly straightforward, analyti¬ 
cal understanding of the 
family," said Goodwin, 
whose husband, Richard 
Goodwin, was a speechwriter 
for President Kennedy. "So 
my guess is that these inter¬ 
views are going to be really 
interesting. She probably felt 
freer talking to Arthur and I 
would expect the conversa¬ 
tions were more freewheeling 
and insightful." 

Caroline Kennedy has 
published several books with 
Hyperion, including a collec¬ 
tion of her mother's favorite 
poems, and has worked for 
years with editor Gretchen 
Young, who acquired the 
book and audio and elec¬ 
tronic rights.

New Technique Turns T-Shirts into 
Body Armor 


Those bulky, bulletproof 
vests could become a thing of 
the past. Their replacement: 
Your T-shirt, but with a spe¬ 
cial coating. Bulletproofing 
can be done in one of two 
ways. The first, old-school 
approach relies on hard plates 
of metal or ceramic, which 
deflect oncoming bullets. A 
more elegant way, perhaps, is 
the use of a network of fibers 
- the approach taken by 
Kevlar - to ’’catch” the bullet, 
much like a hockey goalie 
catches a flying puck. 

Kevlar has made its mark 
in body armor, as the technol¬ 
ogy is used in vests, helmets, 
and other gear for law en¬ 
forcement, corrections offi¬ 


cers and the military. How¬ 
ever, it’s expensive, which 
limits its use to those who can 
drop hundreds of dollars for 
protection. 

The new technology, 
which also relies on the 
catching method, addresses 
these issues by using an inex¬ 
pensive material and a simple 
process - a feat that could 
bring body armor to the 
masses, according to Xi- 
aodong Li of the University 
of South Carolina and study 
researcher. 

Here’s how it works: By 
dipping pieces of cotton from 
a T-shirt into a solution of 
boron powder, the re¬ 
searchers created a network 


of nanowires made out of 
boron carbide - the third 
hardest material known to 
man at room temperature. 

The new T-shirt body 
armor probably won’t com¬ 
pete with the Kevlar-type 
technologies, but it could be 
useful for situations in which 
less protection is sufficient. 

” We should be able to fab¬ 
ricate much tougher body ar¬ 
mors using this new 
technique,” Li said. ”It could 
even be used to produce 
lightweight, fuel-efficient 
cars and aircrafts.” 

Li and his team detailed 
their findings in the April 6 
issue of the journal Advanced 
Materials. 


Twitter to have paid tweets show up in searches 


SAN FRANCISCO - Twitter 
announced Tuesday that it is 
introducing advertising, al¬ 
lowing companies to pay to 
have their messages show up 
first in searches on its site. 

The introduction of Pro¬ 
moted Tweets comes as Twit¬ 
ter increasingly faces 
questions about how to turn 
its wide usage into profits. 

Twitter has grown quickly 
in popularity since it started 
in 2006, with celebrities such 
as Oprah Winfrey and Ashton 
Kutcher ’’tweeting” messages 
of 140 characters or less 
alongside everyday users. 

But the site has been slow 
to capitalize on that success. 

Twitter has been making 
an undisclosed amount of 
money by providing Google 
Inc. and Microsoft Corp. with 


access to messages for their 
search engines. Many people 
expected Twitter would even¬ 
tually introduce advertising. 

In a blog post Tuesday, 
company co-founder Biz 
Stone said the company took 
its time ’’because we wanted 
to optimize for value before 
profit.” He said the company 
understood that many people 
have been frustrated by its 
’’stubborn insistence on a 
slow and thoughtful approach 
to monetization.” 

Twitter said Best Buy Co., 
Sony Pictures, Starbucks 
Corp. and Virgin America are 
some of the advertisers using 
what Promoted Tweets. 

The new Promoted Tweets 
are to be ’’called out” as ads 
on top of search results on 
Twitter, much as sponsors can 


pay for listings atop rankings 
on search engines such as 
Google, Microsoft’s Bing and 
Yahoo. That means Twitter 
users would see the new ads 
when they search broadly for 
topics being tweeted about. 

However, many users con¬ 
nect with the service not 
through such searches or 
even visits to the site. Rather, 
scores of outside program¬ 
mers have written mobile and 
desktop software that can ac¬ 
cess the feeds of Twitter mes¬ 
sages that users get from 
people they are ’’following” 
on the site. 

Twitter said it might take 
the Promoted Tweets service 
further and make them also 
show up on those feeds. 

Stone said Promoted 
Tweets will need to resonate 
with users. If a Promoted 
Tweet isn't replied to or for¬ 
warded by other users, it will 
disappear.

Mini electric car tackles 
Nurburgring 



The Mini E, modified with a roll cage and racing suspen¬ 
sion, takes on the Nurburgring 


Mini intends to prove that the 
electric version of the Mini 
Cooper can be every bit as 
fun as its gasoline-powered 
cars. And a few laps around 
the famed Nurburgring race 
track in Germany make the 
point admirably. 

The company, which 
began leasing a test fleet of 
Mini E electric vehicles last 
year to select individuals as a 
means of gathering real- 
world data, retro-fitted one of 
the cars with racing gear and 
sent it around the 28.3 kilo¬ 
meter Nurburgring - Nord- 
schleife. Its time: 9:51.45 
minutes, while hitting a top 
speed of 116 mph on the 
track. That puts it about 3 


minutes slower than the 
fastest production car on the 
track, but still a respectable 
time. 

The Mini E's power train, 
which relies on a 150-kilo- 
watt electric motor and 
lithium ion battery pack, was 
unchanged, other than repro¬ 
gramming the power train 
management system. Mini 
fitted it with a lighter body 
shell, roll cage, Recaro seat, 
and racing suspension for the 
Nurburgring. 

Under normal driving, the 
Mini E has a range of about 
100 miles, meaning it will be 
a long time before electric 
cars start doing endurance 
races. 


Instant streaming discs for 
the Wii are now being 
shipped to all eligible Netflix 
members who request them, 
Netflix said in a blog post 
Monday. 

According to the Netflix 
website, the discs will start 
arriving at members' homes 
in one to two business days. 
To access streaming video 
content, users will need to put 
the discs into their Wii and 
enter the activation code (dis¬ 
played on the television 
screen) into 

http://netflix.com/wii via 
their computer. After this ini¬ 
tial set-up process, users will 
be able to see their Instant 
Streaming Queue from their 
Netflix account. 

In order to be eligible for 
an instant streaming disc, you 


must have a $9 per month 
Netflix subscription (or 
higher). 

Instant streaming for the 
Wii was announced back in 
January—a little behind its 
competitors in the console- 
turned-box-top market— 
namely, the Xbox 360 and 
PS3. 

A couple of weeks ago, 
select Wii users with Netflix 
subscriptions had the chance 
to try out the new streaming 
discs. Our own Peter Smith 
wrote a hands-on impression 
of Netflix streaming on the 
Wii—according to his experi¬ 
ence, the Wii was a pretty 
decent platform for stream¬ 
ing video, despite the fact 
that it doesn't support HD 
video (480p maximum reso¬ 
lution).

Smoking may erase 
heart benefits of light 



If you indulge in moderate 
drinking, you've probably 
heard that it might reduce 
your risk for heart trouble, in¬ 
cluding stroke. 

A new British study sup¬ 
ports that notion, but it also 
finds that light drinking's 
benefit in lowering stroke 
risk does not apply to smok¬ 
ers. 

"Any potential beneficial 
effect of drinking moderate 
amounts of alcohol on stroke 
may be counteracted by cig¬ 
arette smoking," said lead re¬ 
searcher Yangmei Li, a 
doctoral candidate in the In¬ 
stitute of Public Health at the 
University of Cambridge. 

Li presented her findings 
Monday at a press conference 
held by the American Acad¬ 
emy of Neurology during its 
annual meeting in Toronto. 

The authors note that prior 
studies exploring the poten¬ 
tial protective relationship 


between stroke risk and 
light-to-moderate drink¬ 
ing have found conflict¬ 
ing results. The fact that 
many people both drink 
and smoke might be a 
factor. 

Smoking is a signifi¬ 
cant risk factor for 
stroke, Li noted, with 
current smokers having 
a 64 percent higher risk 
for stroke than those who 
have never smoked. 

Researchers found that 
heavy drinkers gained no 
protection from stroke rela¬ 
tive to non-drinkers. In fact, 
excessive alcohol use was 
linked to a potential rise in 
stroke risk. 

On the other hand, light- 
to-moderate drinking did ap¬ 
pear to lower the odds for 
stroke compared to no alco¬ 
hol consumption. That's in 
keeping with other studies on 
moderate drinking and car¬ 
diovascular health. 

However, the apparent 
protective effect of moderate 
tippling did not hold true for 
smokers. 

The lowest stroke risk was 
observed among nonsmokers 
who consumed between three 
to 14 "units" of alcohol per 
week, each unit being equal 
to about a glass of wine. 


Simple Carbs 
Pose Heart Risk 
for Women 

A diet rich in carbohydrates that 
are quickly transformed into 
sugar in the blood raises the risk 
of heart disease for women, a 
new Italian study finds. 

The same effect, however, 
is not seen in men, according 
to the report, published April 
12 in the Archives of Internal 
Medicine. 

The study, by researchers 
at Italy's National Cancer In¬ 
stitute, looked not only at total 
carbohydrate intake but also at 
what is known as the 
glycemic index of those car¬ 
bohydrates — a measure of 
how quickly and to what ex¬ 
tent blood sugar rises after in¬ 
take of specific carbohydrates. 

Carbohydrate foods with 
similar calorie content can 
show widely different scores 
on the glycemic index. Car¬ 
bohydrates with a high 
glycemic index include corn 
flakes, white bread and white 
rice. Those with lower scores 
include whole wheat prod¬ 
ucts and sweet potatoes. 

"A high glycemic index is 
known to increase the con¬ 
centration of triglycerides 
and lower the concentration 
of HDL cholesterol, the good 
kind," explained Victoria J. 
Drake, director of the Mi¬ 
cronutrient Information Cen¬ 
ter at the Linus Pauling 
Institute of Oregon State Uni¬ 
versity, who has studied the 
subject. "Those adverse ef¬ 
fects make it a stronger risk 
factor for heart disease." 

No effect from total carbo¬ 
hydrate consumption or con¬ 
sumption of foods with a 
high-glycemic index was 
seen in men in the Italian 
study, a pattern also seen in 
other studies, Drake added. 

"There is definitely a gen¬ 
der difference," she noted. 

The difference might be 
due to the action of sex hor¬ 
mones, the researchers spec¬ 
ulate. Male hormones, 
androgens, appear to slow the 
transformation of carbohy¬ 
drates into blood sugar, 
whereas the female hormone 
estrogen speeds the process, 
she said.

Fish on a Stone 



Swede who flew jet with no license gets light fine 


OUDE MEER, The Nether¬ 
lands (AP) - A Swedish man 
who flew passenger jets in 
countries around Europe for 
more than a decade without a 
license was let off with a light 
fine by a Dutch court yester¬ 
day. A prosecutor paid tribute 
in court to his flying skills. 

The court convicted Tho¬ 
mas Salme, 41, of flying with¬ 
out a license and fined him 
2,000 euros ($2,700), about a 
third of the maximum penalty. 

Presiding Judge Mathieu 
Kronenberg rejected prosecu¬ 
tion demands for a suspended 


three-month jail sentence and 
a larger fine on forgery char¬ 
ges, saying the charge wasn’t 
worded right. 

Prosecutor Bote ter Steege 
said the case was unprece¬ 
dented in the Netherlands, but 
also praised Salme’s piloting 
ability. 

"You’d think you could say 
that Salme endangered air traf¬ 
fic all those years, but the fact 
is that he flew for 13 years 
without any incidents." 

Salme lives in Milan and 
did not show up for his hearing 
because he feared the media at¬ 


tention, his lawyer Martha 
Muntjewerf explained to the 
judge. 

Acting on a tip from Swe¬ 
dish authorities, police arrested 
Salme at Amsterdam's Schip- 
hol Airport in March in the 
cockpit of a Corendon Airlines 
Boeing 737 shortly before it 
was to depart from Amsterdam 
for Ankara, Turkey, carrying 
101 passengers. 

According to police, Salme 
became visibly nervous when 
officers asked for his license 
and tried to show them a dif¬ 
ferent document. Then he 


asked to depart the plane 
quickly in order to minimize 
the disturbance. 

On the loading bridge he 
stripped the wings off his uni¬ 
form and confessed to police 
his license was fake. It was 
based on an outdated Swedish 
license and contained several 
spelling errors, Ter Steege said. 

He said the airline industry 
operates on a basis of trust 
about pilots' licenses on a day- 
to-day basis. 

Prosecution spokeswoman 
Natasja Keijzer said the justice 
ministry will carefully weigh 


whether to appeal, calling yes¬ 
terday's verdict "unsatisfactory 
for the people who were on the 
plane." 

Ter Steege said Salme ap¬ 
peared to be a good pilot, pass¬ 
ing simulator tests with high 
marks and once landing a 
plane with only one engine 
after striking a bird. 

He did not give details of 
that incident. 

"He could fly with the best 
of 'em," said defense lawyer 
Muntjewerf. "That's part of 
why it was so hard for him to 
stop." 
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The new Palm Beach Plaza 
hosted a red carpet event, co¬ 
produced by Romar Trading 
and Di-Shopping titled Women 
of Power, and it indeed at¬ 
tracted a great number of 
ladies, all dressed in red and 
fuchsia, as the invitation sug¬ 
gested, hair and make up done, 
prepared to party all night.

Roman-era mummy in 
Egypt oasis 



A handout photo released by 
Egypt's Supreme Council of 
Antiquities shows a sarcopha¬ 
gus recently discovered in Ba- 
hariya Oasis, 300 km (190 
miles) south west of Cairo. 

Egyptian archaeologists 
carrying out excavations at the 
site of a planned youth center 
have found 14 tombs dating 
back to the third century BC, 
including one with a female 
mummy adorned with jew¬ 
ellery. 

Unearthed in a rock-hewn 
tomb at a modem constmction 


site near the town of Bawiti, 
the mummy points to the exis¬ 
tence of a large Greco-Roman 
necropolis nearby, Mahmoud 
Affifi, director of Cairo and 
Giza antiquities, said in a state¬ 
ment. 

They also found four an¬ 
thropoid masks made of plas¬ 
ter, a collection of coins, clay 
and glass vessels of different 
shapes and sizes, and a sheet of 
gold depicting Imsety, Dua- 
mutef, Hapi and Qebehsenuef 
— the four sons of the ancient 
Egyptian sky god Homs.

IE A: OPEC had first big 
drop in output in a year 


PARIS, France (AP) - Reco¬ 
very in the world’s biggest 
economies could be jeopar¬ 
dized if crude oil prices stay 
over $80 per barrel, the Inter¬ 
national Energy Agency said 
yesterday. 

The IEA also reported that 
OPEC posted the first "signi¬ 
ficant decline" in output in 
March in more than a year — 
falling 190,000 barrels per day 
to 29 million barrels a day — 
largely due to a near 10-per¬ 
cent drop in Iraqi output. 

The agency, the energy 
arm of the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and 
Development, a grouping of 
the world's richest nations, 
said concerns remain that 
global oil markets are "over¬ 
heated," with crude around 
$85 per barrel. 

"Ultimately, things might 
turn messy for producers if 
$80-100 (per barrel) is merely 
seen as the new $60-80 (per 
barrel), stunting economic re¬ 
covery while prompting resur¬ 
gent non-oil and non-OPEC 


supply investment" the Paris- 
based IEA said in its monthly 
oil market report. 

Price subsidies that benefit 
consumers in non-OECD 
countries like China and 
India, and tighter credit than 
two years ago "could stall 
OECD economic recovery or 
render it more oil-less than we 
currently envisage," it said. 

The IEA said that opera¬ 
tional problems and weather- 
related export disruptions at 
its southern terminals drove 
down Iraqi output by 220,000 
barrels per day last month. 
But the agency noted that 
Iraq's exports hit a two-decade 
high of 2.07 million barrels a 
day in February, and total ex¬ 
ports in March were tallied at 
1.79 million. 

The IEA estimated global 
demand in 2010 would rise by 
30,000 barrels a day in 2010 to 
86.6 million barrels a day com¬ 
pared to last month's report. 
Demand for 2009 was revised 
down by 70,000 barrels to 84.9 
million.

I turned two of my manuals 
(the Teachers Manual and the 
Student Manual on how to get 
customers) into a total turnkey 
system for the bank to use in 
putting on the seminars for the 
attendees. 

We 
asked the business owners to 
bring a non-customer with 
them to the seminar. 

Once the non-customers 
were there, they thought, “My 
present bank doesn’t do this 
for me. I’m going to switch.” 
And they did. 

Whether you are a real es¬ 
tate agent, accountant, lawyer, 
insurance agent, or any other 
type of business owner, you 
can hold information nights or 
special events. And you can 
have the customers who attend 
bring other potential cus¬ 
tomers, who in turn become 
your customers. 

And if you wanted to put on 
a seminar that helped your 
business customers grow their 
businesses, you could either 
bring in a speaker to help you 
do this, or you could do as the 
bank did and use my system or 
a similar system to make the 
job easy.

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2-mile scar on Barrier 


Reef after ship grounding 



SYDNEY, Australia (AP) - A 
Chinese coal carrier that ran 
aground and leaked oil on Aus¬ 
tralia's Great Barrier Reef cut 
a 2-mile- (3-kilometer-) long 
scar into the shoal and may 
have smeared paint that will 
prevent marine life from grow¬ 
ing back, the reefs chief scien¬ 
tist said yesterday. 

Even if severe toxic con¬ 
tamination is not found at the 
site, initial assessments by the 
Great Barrier Reef Marine 
Park Authority indicate it 
could take 20 years for the 
world's largest coral reef to re¬ 
cover, said scientist David 
Wachenfeld. 

The 755-foot (230-meter) 
vessel veered into protected 
waters and slammed into a 
shoal on April 3. Coral shred¬ 
ded part of its hull, causing a 
leak of about 3 tons of fuel oil, 
which was later dispersed by 
chemical sprays and is be¬ 
lieved to have caused little or 
no damage to the reef. Small 
amounts of oil, however, have 
begun washing up on beaches 
near where the ship ran 
aground, according to Mar¬ 
itime Safety Queensland. 

Australian authorities are 
investigating alleged breaches 
of the law connected with the 
accident. Prime Minister 
Kevin Rudd has since warned 
that cargo ships entering re¬ 
stricted waters would face the 


full force of the law. 

The reef was hit particu¬ 
larly badly because the vessel 
did not stay in one place once 
it grounded, Wachenfeld said. 
Instead, tides and currents 
pushed it along the reef, crush¬ 
ing and smearing potentially 
toxic paint onto coral and 
plants, he said. 

In some areas, "all marine 
life has been completely flat¬ 
tened and the structure of the 
shoal has been pulverized by 
the weight of the vessel," 
Wachenfeld said. 

Perhaps most concerning to 
the scientists is the chemical 
makeup of the paint used on 
the ship's hull, which divers 
have found spread across the 
vast majority of the impacted 
region. 

Many oceangoing vessels 
are covered in what is known 
as "anti-fouling" paint, which 
prevents marine life from 
growing on their hulls and cre¬ 
ating drag. Certain paints con¬ 
tain chemicals that prevent 
such growth, while others sim¬ 
ply act as a barrier. 

Scientists with the reef au¬ 
thority plan to analyze paint 
left by the Shen Neng to see if 
it contains heavy metals. If it 
does, Wachenfeld said, it 
would not only kill the marine 
life currently on the shoal, but 
prevent new life from coloniz¬ 
ing there. 
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European abuse hot lines log 
jump in calls 



VIENNA, Austria (AP) - Te¬ 
lephone hot lines in Europe of¬ 
fering help to people claiming 
abuse by Roman Catholic 
priests are being deluged with 
calls as the crisis spreads — 
with one center reporting com¬ 
plaints jumping from about 10 
cases a year to more than a 
thousand in the past few 
weeks. 

Experts say the record in¬ 
flux of calls reflects an increas¬ 
ing realization among victims 
that they are not alone and that 
they will not be scorned for 
breaking their silence about 
horrors that in many cases go 
back decades. 

"Until now, many people 
were afraid they wouldn't be 
respected," said Max Fried¬ 
rich, a prominent Austrian psy¬ 
chiatrist. "There's also a certain 
comfort knowing you're not 
the only one to have experi¬ 
enced such abuse." 

In the Netherlands, the Help 
and Law line was set up in 
1995 and generally dealt with 
roughly 10 reports of abuse per 
year. Since March it has re¬ 
ceived some 1,300 new re¬ 
ports, said Pieter Kohnen, 
spokesman for the Dutch Bish¬ 
ops' Conference, which runs 
the line. 

As with similar help lines, 
not every complaint turns into 
an actual case — meaning the 
caller is assigned a legal ad¬ 
viser to guide him or her 
through the process. 

Still, Help and Law is now 
dealing with nearly 50 cases, 
compared with 10 to 14 for 
most years, and the number is 
likely to rise further as the cen¬ 
ter plows through a backlog of 
complaints, according to 
spokesman Ben Spekman. 

"We have started more 
cases in the last month than in 
the previous three years com¬ 
bined," Spekman said. "It is a 
significant increase." 

Spekman said the hot line is 
also attracting people who feel 
compelled to give their reac¬ 
tion to reports of abuse. Some 
other callers report abuse that 
happened to a deceased loved 
one. In neither case would 
such calls lead to a formal 
complaint procedure. 

Germany's bishops confer¬ 
ence, which launched its hot 
line on March 30, reported this 
week that 2,700 people have 
called it in its first three days, 
while an older number in Ger¬ 
many run by a pro-reform 
group, We Are Church, said 
calls have jumped dramati¬ 
cally. 

"In the past eight years we 
received about 300 calls total; 
in the past four to five weeks 
alone, we have gotten 100 


calls," said 
Annegret 
Laakmann, a 
spokeswoman 
for We are 
Church. 

In general, 
the hot lines 
offer an initial 
open ear to 
victims. Laak¬ 
mann said 
that in Ger¬ 
many every 
complaint is 
believed with¬ 
out question. 

In some cases, 
the hot lines 
offer a chance 
to speak to a 
psychologist, 
or help find¬ 
ing one. In 
cases where legal avenues can 
be pursued, they counsel vic¬ 
tims in how to approach au¬ 
thorities. 

In Austria, if the perpetra¬ 
tors are still alive, they are 
tracked down and confronted 
with the allegations, according 
to an Austrian Web site that 
provides an overview of the 
country's church abuse com¬ 
plaint centers. In concrete 
cases, a perpetrator's supervi¬ 
sor in the church is informed 
and the person is suspended 
until the matter is cleared up, it 
said. 

Austria has nine church-run 
offices that allow victims to re¬ 
port abuse — one for each dio¬ 
cese. The first was set up in 
Vienna in 1996 as a result of 
the sex scandal surrounding 
then Cardinal Hans Hermann 
Groer. In the first three months 
of this year, the offices 
recorded 566 calls or e-mails. 

According to the Vienna 
hot line, 174 contacts were 
made between January and the 
end of March — compared to 
17 in all of 2009. Of those, 
eight turned out to be concrete 
cases after experts held inten¬ 
sive conversations with alleged 
victims, said Erich Leiten- 
berger, spokesman of the Vi¬ 
enna Archdiocese. 

Hans Tauscher, who runs 
the complaint center for the 
Innsbruck diocese, said he has 
recently been working eight 
hours a day taking calls, an¬ 
swering e-mails and meeting 
with victims. He says it's tough 
to generalize on how much 
time he spends with each per¬ 
son, saying some take up to 45 
minutes to describe what they 
went through. Others just take 
minutes. 

"I go with whatever they 
want — the conversations are 
very unstructured," Tauscher 
said. 


Christiane Sauer, a psy¬ 
chotherapist who heads the hot 
line in the Linz diocese, said 
people often tell her how re¬ 
lieved they feel after opening 
up to her, sometimes after 
decades of silence. 

"They become calmer by 
talking about what happened," 
said Sauer, who encourages 
victims to also notify police or 
prosecutors — even if the 
abuse took place many years 
ago. 

Some claim it is ludicrous 
to expect victims to contact 
church-sponsored hot lines 
since they are sometimes run 
by clergy and represent an in¬ 
stitution that covered up or ig¬ 
nored cases in the past. 

Critics include a newly cre¬ 
ated Austrian victims' group 
that calls itself the Platform Of 
Those Affected By Church Vi¬ 
olence. It set up its own hot 
line on March 23 and has 
logged some 203 contacts 
since then. 

Hans Peter Hurka of the 
Austrian branch of We are 
Church said most of the 
church-run centers were "fig 
leafs" until now, hiding the 
problem rather than exposing 
it. 

In a sign the church may be 
taking this criticism to heart, 
Cardinal Christoph Schoen- 
bom recently appointed a for¬ 
mer regional governor, Wal- 
traud Klasnic, to ensure that all 
abuse allegations are investi¬ 
gated. She has also set up her 
own abuse hot line. 

In the Netherlands, Spek¬ 
man disputed the argument 
that the system cannot be 
trusted because it is not inde¬ 
pendent. 

"In our view its indepen¬ 
dence is guaranteed," Spek¬ 
man said. "If somebody does 
not agree they can always go to 
civil courts." 
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Japanese female knuckleballer emulates Wakefield 


TOKYO - Female pitcher Eri 
Yoshida says she hopes to 
follow in the footsteps of her 
hero Tim Wakefield of the 
Boston Red Sox when she 
heads to the minor leagues 
next month. 

The 18-year-old Yoshida 
is a knuckleballer who told a 
news conference Tuesday she 
learned her pitching style as a 
young girl by watching video 
of Wakefield. 

She also recently got a few 
tips from the 43-year-old All- 
Star at the Red Sox spring 
training facility at Fort 
Myers, Fla. 

M I want to practice knuckle 
pitching more, and I want to 
become a stable knuckleball 
player like Wakefield,” 
Yoshida said. 

Yoshida, Japan's first fe¬ 
male professional baseball 
player, has signed with the 
Chico Outlaws of the Golden 
Baseball League and will re¬ 
port for spring training in 



early May. 

She will be the first female 
to pitch for a pro team in the 
United States since Ila Bor¬ 
ders retired more than 10 
years ago, the Outlaws said. 

The 5-foot Yoshida said 
she was stunned by the height 
of American players, but 
stressed she is ready to play 
in the United States. 


"I want to bring myself to 
concentrate only on the 
catcher's mitt without worry¬ 
ing about the height of play¬ 
ers,” she said. "I'll do my best.” 

The 10-team Golden 
Baseball League is an inde¬ 
pendent minor league with 
teams in California, Arizona 
and Canada. 

Yoshida became Japan's 
first female professional player 
last year when she pitched for 
the Kobe Cruise 9 in the Kan- 
sai Independent League. 

Hudson hints at 
racism for blacks in 
free agency 

MINNEAPOLIS - As Major 
League Baseball prepares for 
its annual Jackie Robinson 
Day on Thursday, one promi¬ 
nent African-American player 
questioned teams’ commit¬ 
ment to employing black 
players past their prime years. 

“You see guys like Jer¬ 
maine Dye without a job,” 
Minnesota Twins second base- 
man Orlando Hudson said 
Monday. “Guy with [27 home 
runs and 81 RBIs] and can’t 
get a job. Pretty much sums it 
up right there, no? You’ve got 
some guys who miss a year 
who can come back and get 
$5, $6 million, and a guy like 
Jermaine Dye can’t get a job. 
A guy like Gary Sheffield, a 
first-ballot Hall of Famer, 
can’t get a job... 

“We both know what it is. 
You’ll get it right. You’ll figure 
it out. I’m not gonna say it be¬ 
cause then I’ll be in [trouble].” 

What Hudson wants to 
say: He believes there is a 
racist element to the free- 
agent market in baseball, and 
that it’s paralyzing the 36- 
year-old Dye’s ability to earn 
what non-blacks with com¬ 
mensurate numbers received 
in the offseason. 

“Call it what you want to,” 
Hudson said. “I ain’t fit to say 
it. After I retire I’ll say it. I’ve 
got a whole bunch of stuff to 
say after I retire.” 

Hudson’s comments came 
on the heels of Dye turning 
down a one-year contract 
offer from the Washington 
Nationals for less than a quar¬ 
ter of his $ 11.5 million salary 
with the Chicago White Sox 
last season. After a first half 
in which he slugged .567 and 
hit 20 home runs, Dye spent 
the second half of 2009 in a 
deep slump from which he 
never emerged, batting .179 
and slugging .297 while play¬ 
ing subpar defense in right 
field.

On the road to 2010 FIFA World Cup South Africa 


Things to know about the World Cup 


(AP)-Everything you 
need to know about the 
World Cup. Well, almost. 

Q: What is the World 
Cup? 

A: A 32-team global 
tournament run by FIFA, 
the international federation 
for soccer, it is the most 
popular sporting event in 
the world. Americans can 
envision the Super Bowl, 
Final Four and Olympics 
combined. That's what the 
World Cup is like for just 
about every other nation on 
the planet. 

Q: When is it? 

A: The tournament be¬ 
gins June 11 with host 
South Africa playing Mex¬ 
ico in Johannesburg. The 
final is July 11, also in Jo¬ 
hannesburg. All games will 
be televised in the United 
States by the ABC-ESPN 
networks and Univision's 
channels. 

Q: What is the format? 

A: There are eight groups 
of four teams. Those teams 
play a round-robin in the first 
round, and matches can end 
in draws. The top two teams 
in each group advance to the 
final 16. Every game after the 
first round is a knockout 
match and will go to a 30- 
minute overtime if tied. If 
still tied after OT, a penalty 
kick shootout is held. 

Q: So, World Cup is going 
to be played in South Africa? 

A: That's right. This is the 
first time an African nation 
has hosted either the World 
Cup or the Olympics, the 
world's two top sporting 
events. Games will be played 
in Johannesburg, Cape Town, 
Pretoria, Polokwane, Rusten- 
burg, Bloemfontein, Port Eliz¬ 
abeth, Durban and Nelspruit. 

Q: Besides the novelty,

what makes this event so 
important to South Africa? 

A: The government and 
private entrepreneurs have 
spent heavily to renovate air¬ 
ports and build roads, hotels, 
stadiums and bus and rail 
systems for the monthlong 
tournament. In the short¬ 
term, the World Cup is a 
money-losing proposition, 
but South Africans are hop¬ 
ing for a payoff in the future 
on the $6 billion investment. 

"We want the post-2010 
South Africa to be able to 
compete in the global econ¬ 
omy," said Danny Jordaan, 
the head of the organizing 
committee. 

SA Tourism, the state- 
owned tourism development 
company, expects the number 


of tourists to top 10 million 
this year, with much of the in¬ 
crease due to the World Cup. 
The challenge will be to build 
on that in 2011 — when there 
won't be a World Cup — and 
keep building to reach a goal 
of 14 million by 2014. 

Q: What can fans expect? 

A: Cool to cold weather — 
it will be winter time in South 
Africa for most of the tourna¬ 
ment, and many games will 
be played at altitude. Also on 
display: 

— Lots of national pride, 
from locals supporting 
Bafana Bafana, as the host 
team is called, to traveling 
fans from, well, all 31 other 
countries. 

— Extremely tight security, 
with several nations that have

staged World Cups 
and Olympics advis¬ 
ing the South 
Africans. 

— Stadiums rang¬ 
ing from the massive 
(the 94,700-seat Soc¬ 
cer City, which cost 
$300 million), to the 
spectacular (70,000- 
capacity Green Point 
Stadium in Cape 
Town, with the 
beaches and water¬ 
front restaurants just a 
short walk away and 
the enormous Table 
Mountain in the back¬ 
ground). 

— A buzz in the air 
from the constant 
drone of vuvuzelas, a 
trumpet-like instru¬ 
ment favored by local 
fans. 

Q: Which teams 
are favored? 

A: Spain, which 
won the European 
Championship two 
years ago, is ranked 
in the world and has 


one of the planet's deepest 
rosters. No other country is as 
balanced from goalkeeper to 
defense to midfield to attack¬ 
ers, but Spain rarely fares 
well in the World Cup and 
has never won it. 

Brazil owns a record five 
titles and tends to perform 
well in new sites for the tour¬ 
nament. The samba kings 
won when the event was held 
in North America for the first 
time (Mexico 1970) and in 
Asia for the only time 
(Japan/South Korea in 2002). 
Brazil also won in the United 
States in 1994. 

The Netherlands, Portu¬ 
gal, Argentina, Germany and 
defending champion Italy 
could be front-runners, and 
England might be, too, if it 


can get healthy. Argentina is 
coached by its greatest 
player, Diego Maradona, who 
has yet to prove he's nearly 
that efficient on the sideline. 

Q: How should the 
United States do? 

A: The Americans reached 
the quarterfinals in 2002 be¬ 
fore losing to Germany. But 
in 1998 and 2006, a lack of 
chemistry led to infighting 
that destroyed their chances. 
This team has two stars (Lan- 
don Donovan, Tim Howard), 
several proven contributors, 
and an ability to rally against 
stronger sides. But there are 
big holes defensively that 
must be filled before the U.S. 
team opens against England. 

The other Group C teams 
are Algeria and Slovenia, so 
U.S. chances for making the 
second round seem good. 

Q: Who are the players 
to watch? 

A: Donovan had a strong 
2002 World Cup and could be 
a headliner in South Africa. 
Howard is among the best 
goalkeepers, but that's hardly 
an anomaly considering how 
strong U.S. keepers histori¬ 
cally have been. 

But the World Cup's most 
intriguing performers figure to 
be Argentina's Lionel Messi, 
FIFA's Player of the Year for 
2009, who has been even 
more sensational for 
Barcelona this year; Portugal's 
Cristiano Ronaldo; Brazil's 
Kaka; Spain's Fernando Tor¬ 
res, Iker Casillas, Andres Ini- 
esta and Xavi; England's 
Wayne Rooney; Ivory Coast's 
Didier Drogba; and 
Cameroon's Samuel Eto'o. 

There's also Thierry 
Henry's left hand, which 
lifted France into the tourna¬ 
ment (he got away with a crit¬ 
ical hand ball against Ireland 
in a qualifying match).

On Monday evening, April 
12, a jubilant Shanayah How¬ 
ell and her family returned to 
Aruba from Florida with two 
huge trophies in hand after 
taking first place in both of 
the U.S. National Bicycle 
League’s (NBL) Easter Clas¬ 
sic and Gator Classic. 

Shanayah, who has been 
winning international cham¬ 
pionships since she was six, 
took the title of Overall U.S. 
BMX champion in the ten- 
year-old division in 2009, and 
she is now on her way to 
claiming the crown for the 
eleven-year-old girls BMX 
champ 2010. She has traveled 
to the States to compete in 
three key races in the national 
circuit, the Christmas Classic 
in December, and now the 
Easter Classic held over April 
2 to 4 in West Palm Beach, 
and then the Gator Classic in 
Tampa this past weekend, 
April 10 and 11. 

Shanayah swept all the 
tournaments, coming in first 


place in all her races, reports 
her father and coach, Alan 
Howell. “These wins have 
qualified her to compete in 
the Grand Nationals finals 
that will take place in 
Louisville, Kentucky the first 
week in September,” he ex¬ 
plained. “Now we will dedi¬ 
cate our time to preparing for 
the UCI (Union Cyclist Inter¬ 
national) BMX World Cham¬ 
pionship races in 
Pietermaritzburg, South 
Africa, in July. After that, we 
will focus on her taking the 
U.S. national title in her new 
age group.” Shanayah now 
holds fourth place overall in 
the NBL BMX point stand¬ 
ings; her wins from the Gator 
Classic have yet to be fac¬ 
tored in and recalculated. 

Shanayah’s annual trip to 
Florida with the family al¬ 
ways provides an interesting 
challenge to her biking skills. 
Alan explained. “The Easter 
Classic is a great warm-up,” 
as it is the final race in which 


she participates in a younger 
age division, followed by her 
advancing to the next age di¬ 
vision after her birthday on 
April 7. The Gator Classic of¬ 
fers much stiffer competition 
for Shanayah, as she ad¬ 
vances to the next age divi¬ 
sion and for the first time, 
faces older girls who have al¬ 
ready been racing in this age 
group. “She said it was a bit 
tougher for her,” said her fa¬ 
ther, “but when she got out 
there on the field, she blew 
them away.” 

“Shanayah had all the au¬ 
dience out of the seats and 
gasping, when she jumped 
this really high hill at the 
Gator Nationals course,” 
proudly recalls Alan of this 
year’s triumph, “they 
couldn’t believe an eleven 
year old girl did that; it is the 
sort of thing you see the top 
pros do, not little girls. A lot 
of people say she races like a 
boy; that is because here at 
home she mostly competes 
only against boy bikers. I 
have to say this for the U.S. 
competitors and coaches; 
they are so generous and such 
great sports. After the races 
they all came to meet us and 
tell Shanayah what a privi¬ 
lege it was to watch her race 
and how they think she is the 
best.”
